After the process of dressing, paigting and or- 
namenting is completed, the young wan starts off in 
pursuit of his object—carrying a mirror with him 
to enable him to detect any disarrangemcut of his 
dress or ornaments. | 

When he arrives within a certain distance of the 
wigwam where the girl lives, he retires behind some 
tree, or other object—to shield himself from obser- 
vation—and there waits quietly until she makes her 
‘appearance. When she does so, the loving couple 
suddenly disappear, and are not heard from for two 
or three days. Immediately after this private in- 
terview has been enjoyed the young woman is tak- 
en to the wigwam of the young man’s father, or 
friends, who make out a present of some horses, and 
perhapsa few goods, or choice provisions for the 
lovers to present to the girls father ; who, in token 
of approbation receives the presents ; and makes out 
others of about the same value, which he sends back 
to the young man’s father. 

The ceremonies are concluded by two feasts, giv- 
en respectively by the parents or friends of the mar- 
ried couple. ‘The first is given by the friends of the 
girl, upon the day of the marriage—the other by the 


eral invitation is extended on these occasions, and 
all who feel disposed, come to enjoy the festivities 
which such a time is calculated to ufford. The guests 
come laden with presents—consisting of almost ev- 
ery kind of article made use of in Inuisn life: Such 
as guns, ammunition, bows and arrows, kettles, pro- 
visions, blankets, leggins, moccasins, paint, orna- 
monts, &c. ‘These are bestowed upon the married 
couple, who keep such of them as theiy new rela- 
tion may make needful, and give the remainder to 
their friends. 

These marriage feasts are enlivened by wit and 
song ; sadness is banished to the dreary habitations 
of want and affliction,—all are cheerful and happy 
—the appetite is satisfied with the provisions of the 
feast—uand so is the mind with the scene in which it 
is engaged. 

When the feasting is over, the young man is re- 
quirea to procure tue service of deveral hunters, an 
send them out for the benetit of the giris frivnus. 

‘This completes the round of ceremonies that 
passes for a inarriage—a thing iu reality unknowa 
among heathen people, as is shown by the way that 
a woman is treated. She is not sought as a purtuer 
with whom, the toils and cares of life are divideu— 
but as a slave whose buck bends beneath the weight 
of burdens, which, the want of symputhy, mukes 

The method of conducting marriages described 
above, is the mostcommon one. ‘There is another 
however, which I shall describe in a few words, for 
the want of time to be more particular. 

When a young man wishes to marry a girl, he 
goes to see the girl’s father, in order to obtain his 
consent; which, if he is so fortunate us to gain, 
nothing need be said to the girl, The father has 
her dressed and ornamented in the best style, and 
furnished with presents which are sent with the girl 
to the lodge where the young man lives,—who stays 
at home, waiting for her. The young man’s friends 
now make outa new set of*presents with which the 
girl and her friends are sent home to her father’s 
lodge. The young man remains at home with his 
father, or friends, while a feast is being prepared at 
her father’s lodge. When every thing is ready the 
young man comes to join the company and share 
the pleasures of the feast. 

The Omahas hayg a very extraordinary supersti- 


tion in regard to the social intercourse of a son-in- 
law. After marriage has taken place, he is not al- 
lowed to speak to his wifes’ parents on any occasion. 
If he wishes to communicate with them, his wife 
must serve as a medium. She is required to act the 
part of an interpreter.
